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Director's  Note 

Although  doubtless  our  students  and  their 
relatives  and  friends  will  have  seen  and  heard 
things  more  shockingly  "adult"  than  ciny  this  thirty- 
one-year-old  classic  contains,  they  and  their 
parents  may  not  have  exp>ected  to  meet  them  in  a 
School  production. 

Our  intention  is  to  present  authentically  a 
masterpiece  of  psychological  realism.  The  language 
its  characters  use  is  the  Icinguage  such  characters 
naturally  would  use;  their  actions,  those  they  v/ould 
naturally  perform. 

Ken  Kesey's  novel  and  Dale  Wasserman's 
faithful  dramatization  of  it  present  a  "slice  of  the 
life"  in  an  asylum  for  the  insane  during  the  middle 
*50's.  The  superficial  theme  of  the  play  is  that  we  do 
not  treat  mentally  ill  people  well:  too  often  we  bully 
them  by  words,  tranquilizers,  electroshock  therapy, 
and  even  pre-frontal  lobotomy  into  submission,  into 
accepting  to  be  merely  stored  in  a  warehouse. 

The  protagonist.  R.  P.  McMurphy.  uses  his 
profane  sense  of  humour  to  lead  a  struggle  of 
liberation  against  the  authoritarian  regime  of  Head 
Nurse  Patched.  That  McMurphy  is  something  of  a 
megalomaniac  himself  adds  to  his  tremendous 
vitality.  Gradually,  he  rouses  half  of  Miss  Ratched's 
ward  into  life.  McMurphy's  magic  has  special  power 
for  the  almost  catatonic  Mr.  Bromden,  whose 
tremendously  lifting  liberation  out  of  the  cuckoo's 
nest  and  into  the  real  world  symbolizes  the 
liberation  we  should  all  wing  Into  from  out  of  the 
madness  of  misrule.  In  the  context  of  this  theme, 
concerns  about  polite  decorum  should  pale  into 
Insignificance.
